Those of you who are 
going out to take your place in 
the 
work-a-day affairs of man, 
should keep in mind that the most 
important problem confronting the 
people of this State and Nation is 
that of securing adequately train 
cd and well equipped leaders; men 
* with an understanding of our so­ 
cial, economic and governmental 
problems; 
men 
who 
will 
take 
enough of time from their every- 
* day affairs to help direct the af­ 
fairs of the community of which 
they are a part; men who will give 
‘ back in service to their State and 
Nation something of what they 
have received at the State’s hands 
when 
she 
provided 
funds 
and 
* equipm ent which enable them to 
secure their training. 
Construc­ 
tive leadership constitutes the only 
safeguard 
of 
democracy. 
Men 
must not only be patriotic, 
but 
they must have knowledge and 
wisdom if they are to make the 
* largest possible contribution to the 
welfare of their State. 
Those of 
you who will return to the farms 
and ranches of the State have an 
especially important task to per- 
* form in guiding and directing the 
farm ers along sound and construc­ 
tive lines of thinking and action. 
In this wise did President T. 0 . 
Walton of the A. and M. College 
address the members of the Kream 
and Row Klub of the A, and M. 
i 'ollege in their recent meeting 
when medals given by Bryan firms 
were presented, with a good atten­ 
dance of Bryan business men in 
the audience. 
Mr. Walton con­ 
tinued as follows: 
“The present economic situation 
is bearing down heavily upon the 
shoulders of the farm ing popula­ 
tion. 'Ihe farm er’s economic status 
and his social opportunities are 
^ not advancing as rapidly as the 
economic and social opportunities 
cf those who 
live 
under urban 
semi urban environments. In many 
i ural communities the children arc 
4 without adequate 
facilities 
for 
their elem entary training. The ses- 
* sions of the average rural schools 
are only 12(Fdays, while in most 
of the townp and cities the public 
school 
sessions 
last 
180 
days. 
Moreover, the professional life of 
the teachers of Texas is only six 
years; and the m ajority of the ru­ 
ral schools are In charge of inex-i 
perienred and frequently 
inade­ 
quately trained young men and wo­ 
men between the ages of seventeen 
and 
twenty-three. 
There Is no 
business enterprise 
which could 
succeed perm anently, firs* of all, 
if 
the 
management 
should 
be 
hanged 
completely 
every 
s i x 
* yearns. 
Furtherm ore, we would not 
* think of turning over our great 
industrial plants to inexperienced 
young men and young women be- 
—* 'ween the ages of seventeen and 
twenty-three and hope for them to 
succeeed. 
Nor would Boards of 
Directors 
look 
favorably 
upon 
turning their financial institutions 
over to young and inexperienced 
persons such as are in charge of 
our school system 
Furtherm ore, 
the selection of those who are to 
have charge of such business en­ 
terprises is not made by a vote of 
the stockholders of these concerns. 
Stockholders elect Boards of Di­ 
rectors who carefully 
study the 
qualifications of the prospective 
employees and select from the list 
• of available applicants those men 
and women whose training and ex­ 
perience assure their efficiency in 
the positions which they are to fill. 
, In Texas our entire school system 
is handled on exactly the reverse 
* basis. 
“Superintendents of the Coun­ 
ty and State School systems aTe 
selected by popular vote; and fre­ 
quently the chief qualification the 
person has who fills this office 
is that he or she is a ‘hail-fellow- 
well-met’ and has the capacity of 
• securing the votes of his constit­ 
uents. 
So long as this method is J 
i *ed, 
those 
in 
charge of our J 
• bool system will not be entirely! 
.1 ee from political pressure, us a] 
i oiiM»quence 
of which 
many of 
them will yield to this pressure 
whether it is being used in the in­ 
terest of a constructive school pro­ 
gram or whether it is being used 
to defeat a constructive program. 
“ You have a great opportunity 
4 because of your training and ex­ 
perience to field a powerful influ­ 
ence over conditions of this kind. 
You have an obligation out and be- 
dyond that to yourself and to your 
families, to render a service to 
the State. 
One 
of 
the 
popular 
luncheon clubs of the country has 
for its motto, 
these words: 
‘He 
profits most who serves best’. This 
motto could be applied to men in 
the every-day walks of life. While 
I assume thai its conception was 
* 
based upon the thought that the 
business man who serves hest prof­ 
its most; at the same time, from 
the standpoint of citizenship and 
form the standpoint of leadership, 
I feel the motto 
has an applica­ 
tion to all of us. 
We may go out 
from this institution and take u 
position in the commercia! world, 
or become the operator or m ana­ 
g e r of a farm enterprise, and may 
profit m aterially even though we 
may live to ourselves; even though 
our influence is not felt outside of 
l^our own household; and yet in so 
doing we shall not live the full- 
• est life. 
There is but one chan­ 
nel through which a man can in­ 
vest his earnings or his life with 
the assurance that the investm ent 
• is to be permanent and to draw 
dividends for all time. 
That is 


the investment he makes of his 
means and of his time in better­ 
ing the race of man. 
You may 
make a contribution 
which 
will 
place men upon a better financial 
or economic basis. 
In so doing, 
ii the individual who profits by 
your efforts uses his means in the 
right manner, the investment win 
be permanent, and if you are to 
have the assurance that your in­ 
fluence as well as your means is 
to be used in such manner as ie 
bring perm anent 
dividends, 
you 
must make the investment in some 
form that will bring greater hu­ 
man happiness or greater 
human 
wisdom. 
These are the two ele­ 
ments in our system 
that 
shall 
stand and every man of us should 
have ah ambition to make some 
constructive 
contribution to the 
welfare of those about us. 
“Take 
the 
simple 
m atter of 
providing facilities for the educa­ 
tion of the youth 
of the 
land. 
There has been much effort to be­ 
cloud this issue and to give it a 
secondary place 
in our 
affairs. 
Moreover, most of the public dis­ 
cussion of this great problem have 
centered around the question of 
providing funds for manpower and 
youth; and frequently the major 
equipment for the training of the 
portion of the effort in this field 
has been made to demonstrate the 
point of view that we are spend­ 
ing too much already upon our ed- 
ucational 
program. 
In fact you 
have been told that Texas has a 
very expensive State Government; 
that her school system is requiring 
entirely too much financial sup 
port; when as a m atter of fact, 
Texas has a relatively cheap State 
Government, there being only four 
other state* in the Union that col­ 
lect a smaller per capita from 
their citizens than does our State. 
In short, we have the forty-fourth 
cheapest State Government in the 
Union 
Notwithstanding the size 
of cur State, the number of our 
scholastic population and its tre­ 
mendous resources, we have been 
altogether 
too 
niggardly in our 
support of public education. 
We 
need men with courage to first 
ascertain the truth with regard to 
our situation, and then to fearless­ 
ly proclaim this truth wherever 
and whenever 
opportunity is af­ 
forded to do so. 
We should place 
our schools in the hands of men 
selected because of their qualifi­ 
cations rather 
than 
because of 
their political acumen, dignifying 
the profession of teaching to the 
degree that men and women will 
spend their lives in the profession 
rather than six years, and compen­ 
sate these 
public 
servants in 
measure 
for the 
great service 
they are rendering to our State. 
They should be made to feel that 
theirs is the most im portant func­ 
tion fostered by our State Govern­ 
m ent; that they are building con­ 
structively; and their work should 
be rn atle so attractive and kept so 
free from the baneful influences 
of politics 
that 
the 
profession 
would 
appeal 
to 
the 
greatest 
minds 
and souls our State pro­ 
duces. 
“ With men like you to give of 
their time 
and 
thought to this 
problems, located in the vsrious 
communities of the State, willing 
to respond in helping to put over 
a constructive 
educational 
pro­ 
gram, 
our State ought 
to show 
advancement and rapidly go from 
the thirty-seventh to among the 
first 
places 
educationally in the 
galaxy of states.
